erating in a spirit of revenge. 


There are several

advanced for this, belief, chief 
among them being that several 
witnesses against Elviso Turch- 
etti, charged with the murder of 
"Fisherman Joe," about 
three 


months ago, had been threaten- 
ed with death. 


Turchetti's trial was set for 


today in Judge Dunne's depart- 
ment of the Superior Court. Sev- 
eral Italian witnesses failed to 
appear when the case was call- 
ed. The murdered man was an 
Italian.

A-dispute arose about- midnight-as to

which he said Brogardo had done with 
the butt of his revolver. 


SHOT TO KILL. 


Detectives Gibson and Braig were de- 


tailed on. the- case and soon located all 
of the other men but Turchetti. He was 
held for a time^.by a number of wit- 
nesses to the tragedy, but was finally 
rescued by Napoli, an Italian wrestler 
and bully of trie North Beach section. 
Turchetti was not captured until the 
following day. 


PIERCED HIS HEART.

nor had any communications on. the 
subject passed between Great Britain 
and Germany except in reference to 
the Khedival decree dealing with the 
Egyptian part of the agreement. The 
Sultan of Morocco, Earl Percy added, 
was not a party to the Anglo-French 
declaration, which was an independent 
arrangement between Great , Britain 
and France for'deall.ng with their re- 
spective interests In Morocco.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—The 


trial of Joseph Smith, the aged capi- 
talist, who is charged with the murder 
of Joseph McGowan, was commenced 
before Judge Lawlor

morning. 


Up to the noon hour not a single ju- 
ror had been accepted, and it is be- 
lieved that an extra venire will have 
to be issued before a jury to try the 
case Is finally secured. 


The crime for which Smith is on 


trial was committed during December 
of last year, and the scene of the mur- 
der was the pottery works situated In 
the Mission district, o£ which the ac- 
cused man is owner, and the lather of 
his victim, lessee. 
Smith lived in a. 


small cabin in the pottery works in- 
closure, and on the morning of the 
murder had some difficulty about a 
dog. Young McGowan was called up- 
on to settle the difficulty, and in the 
argument is said to 
have 
struck 


Smith a blow in the face. 


After the blow was 
struck Smith 


went into his cabin, returned with a 
double-barreled 
shotgun, 
and 
shot 


young McGowan. , Both barrels were 
discharged full in his face, and his 
head was blown to atoms. When tak- 
en Into custody Smith declared that 
his only regret was that he had not 
killed another man who was involved 
in the difficulty about the dog. He was 
held to answer by Police Judge Mo- 
gan, and when an effort was made to 
secure his release on bail in Judge Mo- 
gah's court that' magistrate branded 
the crime as a cold-blooded murder, 
entirely unjustified, and said that if 
ever there was an accused man who- 
should suffer the death penalty Smith 
•was that man- 


In the Superior Court 
Smith was 


finally released from custody on bail, 
but Judge Lau-lor promptly ordered 
his re-arrest, and he has been in pris- 
on ever since.

lent than in Rome itself.

The 
Roman .lords 
had 


wrested from the papacy the control of 
the city and made and .unmade Popes at 
their pleasure.

- "The chief result of the Incorporation 
of the church in the feudal system was 
the character of the men' appointed to 
the great bishoprics and abbeys. These 
dignitaries were now feudal lords • and 
money was freely spent in buying church 
places from the overlord, ' who claimed 
the right of appointment: When w.e re- 
member the character of the men who 
were -thus Intruded upon the church we 
are - not surprised that - the law ot celi- 
bacy was disregarded by them openly to 
the great scandal of the people.

Popes and-the Emperors had left, their 
mark, on Europe. 
The people were In 


need of more energetic instructors and 
the feudal system was killing that sense 
of equality in the sight of God that is 
the'foundation of Christianity. It was at 
the height of the 
papal power .under 


Innocent III. at • the beginning of the 
thirteenth century, 
that 
Dominic of 


Spain and. Francis of Italy founded the 
two great orders of friare that did so 
much to revive and strengthen religion 
all over Christendom' and beyond its 
borders. Especially to Francis, the poor 
man of. Assisi. must, be given the credit 
for the destruction of the worst feature 
of 
the 
-feudal' system—the denial of 


Christian equality..

Ruthless Methods of Traction Co. 


While the popular discussion provoked by the recent municipal 


contest in Chicago was in progress, it was demonstrated that two- 
thirds of the estimated value of the street railroads is expressed m 
the franchises granted by the city 
Only a scant one-third is repre- 


sented by physical property such as tracks, wires, poles, rolling 
stock, car houses, etc. 
> 


In other words, two-thirds of the property owned and capitalized 


by the street railroad corporations, and on which dividends were paid, 
is a free gift from the people. Even the value of these gifts is largely 
watered m capitalization that still larger returns may be exacted from 
the public. 
*• 


Thus the public is made to pay through the nose for the use of 


its own property. Worse still, the traction magnates defiantly refus- 
ed to obey the law governing their use of the streets or to comply 
with the terms of their franchise grants. 


While claiming to o\vn property entitling them to a dividend 


return on $200,000,000, the} paid taxes on a little more than ten per 
cent of that sum. 


These facts go far to explain why the people rose up and de- 


manded the abolition of a system which made them the victims of 
spoliation and oppression. The people would not put up with the 
juggling pretense that franchises are property for purposes of capital- 
ization and revenue, but not property for purposes of taxation. 


Oakland is approaching the condition of Chicago. A single cor- 


poration has spread itself all over the urban territory on this side of 
San Francisco bay, and having tightened its grip on all the principal 
thoroughfares and closed the approaches to the city to competition, it 
feels strong enough to defy public opinion and disregard the pro- 
visions of the law. Having obtained its franchises it makes hardly a 
pretense of complying with the conditions on which they were grant- 
ed. It pa>s taxes only on a small proportion of the property it has 
capitalized and on which it claims the right to receive an interest 
return. 


The Oakland Traction Company tears up the streets at will and 


leaves them in an atrocious condition, to the inconvenience of the 
public and the expense of the city. It leaves great holes in the streets 
alongside its tracks for months and years, though obligated by law 
to fill them up. It refuses to remove abandoned tracks, and in many 
ways displays a contemptuous disregard of the rights of the public. 
When criticized for its derelictions it attempts to punish critics and 
intimidate officials without pretending to mend its ways. 


The promises of its managers in regard to fulfilling its obliga- 


tions are notoriously worthless; they ha\e been made to the Council 
and the Board of Public Works times without number, only to be 
broken. The old cable slots on Washington street furnish an exam- 
ple of their bad faith in this particular. Three years ago the manar 
gers of the corporation promised in open Coujicil to remove the slots 
in a little while. Xo move has ever been made to take them up. The 
tracks on Franklin were only taken up under compulsion. 


In its treatment of its patrons the Traction Company exhibits 


the same spirit. It runs its cars to suit its convenience, not the con- 
venience of the public. It assumes to own the town. This policy, 
if continued permanently, will in time provoke such an uprising of 
the people as Chicago has just witnessed.

two observations secured by Dr. Ait- 
ken at the Lick Observatory. The re- 
sults were produced by a new and 
as yet unpublished method of Profes- 
sor Leuschner, which is an adaptation 
of his more general method to the di- 
rect computation of a parabola The 
time during which the comet has been 
under observation is too brief to decide 
whether the orbit is periodic.
